Warners’ Newest Musical 
Features College Stars 


Quite the brightest spot in Hollywood last Summer was 
the enormous Stage 7 at Warner Bros.’ studio where youth, 
pep and frivolity held forth. It was there that scenes for the 
pretentious new musical, ‘Varsity Show,’’ starring Dick Pow- 
ell and Fred Waring and his Pennsylvanians, were being 
filmed with merry abandon. This is the picture that opens 
next Friday at the Strand Theatre. 


More than an All-American col- 
lege picture is ‘‘ Varsity Show’’; 
it typifies the international college 
youth, for representatives of the 
leading colleges of the world ap- 
peared in the cast and production 
crew. 

The scenes they filmed were of a 
prom at good old Winfield College, 
which supposedly exists somewhere 
in Pennsylvania. On the dance 
floor were nearly 200 boys and 
girls from the University of South- 
ern California. They were the

They confided that the Univer- 
sity authorities disregarded the 
class cutting, but if the students, 
most of whom were in their junior 
year, failed to pass the final exams 
it would be just too bad. 

Included among the students 
were a number of football stars 
including Gil Kuhn, 1936 varsity 
captain and president of the SC 
Varsity Club; Glenn Calvin, Red

Stevenson. 

There was also Bill Sefton, who 
recently broke the world’s record 
in the pole vault; Miles Calvert, 
Olympic tumbler; Elliott Stein- 
man, water polo star and Del Hes- 
sick, golf and water polo star. 
Joyee Rippe, honor student, and 
Nancy Holm, both of whom are 
star debaters, were prominent 
among the many lovely co-eds. 

Dick Powell who plays an old 
grad in ‘‘Varsity Show,’’ is in 
reality an old grad of Little Rock 


College in Arkansas and his two 
leading women, Rosemary and 
Priscilla Lane, are products of 
Simpson College at Indianola, 
Towa. 

Fred Waring, of course, at- 
tended Penn State College where 
with his brother Tom, Poley Me- 
Clintock and the late Fred Buck, 
he started the orchestra that has 
grown into the present organiza- 
tion known as the Pennsylvanians.

Rehearsals of Daly’s show proceed merrily and 
so well that Biddle tries some dirty work to stop 
it. Willy, in the meantime, is falling under the 
charms of Cuddles (Mabel Todd), who wants to 
be an actress. Romance in the meanwhile pro- 
gresses between Babs (Rosemary Lane) and Daly. 


When Biddle is locked out of a rehearsal he 
induces the Dean (Halliwell Hobbes) to back him 
by forcing the students to accept him as being 
completely in charge of the show.

Convinced by the 
Dean of the undesirable nation-wide publicity the 
school is receiving, Daly bows out and with Willy 
returns to New York, after a dramatic scene with 
Babs in which she denounces him.

‘‘Varsity Show,’’ a musical comedy along altogether new 
lines, and possessed of a sparkling cast, met with an enthusi- 
astic reception at the Strand Theatre yesterday when it was 
presented by Warner Bros. for its local premiere. A star 


individual—Dick Powell—and a 


star organization—Fred 


Waring and his Pennsylvanians—are the top-liners in this 
melodious, laughable, fast-paced tale of college life as the 


movie-makers see it—and as, 
doubtless, all college boys and 
girls wish it were. 

Tt is the tale of how the under- 
graduates of a little fresh-water 
educational institution try to put 
on a show under the supervision of 
a dignified and gloomy professor, 
only to realize that he’s ruining 
it with his highbrow notions. 

Then they go to the city and 
dig up Dick Powell, a graduate, 
who by now is a successful Broad- 
way producer, and induce him to 
come back to school and super- 
vise a real show. Dick and his 
partner—none other than the 
goofy Ted Healy—take over the 
job. And after many a battle be- 
tween the modern and old-fogey 
elements in the school, a show is 
put on—and what a show! 

Maybe you can imagine Fred 
Waring himself and all his bands- 
men, some 50-odd, as college stu- 
dents and the negro pair Buck and 
Bubbles as singing and dancing 
janitors of the school. 

‘¢Varsity Show’’ is a refreshing 
relief, in its story, from the well- 
worn ‘‘back-stage’’ routine into 
which many musical comedies have 
been kept. There is an air of 
briskness and youth and gayety to 
it rarely found in movie-musicals. 

Rosemary Lane, lovely to look 
at, is Dick Powell’s romantic fem- 
imine interest, while her sister 
Priscilla is one of the most orig- 
inal and adept dancers to be seen 
upon the sereen in recent years. 

There are, of course, plenty of 
dances, both solo and_ chorus. 
The smashing finale of the show— 
devised and directed by Busby 
Berkeley—shows no less than 200 
girls and 200 boys in a pictur- 
esque and_ stage-filling routine, 
dancing up and down a high and 
wide flight of steps at the college. 

Fred Waring and his Pennsyl- 
vanians, impersonating the college 
band, have plenty to do in the 
musical way, and there are half 
a dozen hit songs by Dick Whit- 
ing and Johnny Mercer, who wrote 
the great ‘‘ Night Over Shanghai’’ 
number for Dick Powell in ‘‘The 
Singing Marine.’’ 


BERKELEY FINALE 
TOPS ALL OTHERS 


Fifteen thousand dollars a min- 
ute is what Warner Bros. paid 
for the grand finale number of 
‘‘Varsity Show,’’ now showing at 
the Strand Theatre, With Dick 
Powell and Fred Waring’s Penn- 
sylvanians as stars. 

Busby Berkeley, premier dance 
director, promised Director Wil- 


liam Keighley a number that_

Within a few days Rosemary 
and Priscilla were rehearsing for 
an opening at the Roxy theatre in 
New York. 

The opening night as Priscilla 
waited in the wings for her cue 
to go on she was stricken with an 
overwhelming nervousness. To 
quiet her nerves she placed a stick 
of gum in her mouth. 

Forgetting to remove it, she 
went on the stage and discovered 
she couldn’t sing with the- gum 
in her mouth! 

Observing what was wrong, 
Waring stopped the band and _ be- 
gan to ‘‘rib’’ Priscilla. But Pris- 
cilla was equal to the occasion. 
Her nervousness gone, she an- 
swered Waring in kind and her 
frank responses had the audience 
in stitches. 

Realizing the flair she had for 
comedy, Waring made the most of 
it from then on. When the Penn- 
sylvanians went on the radio Pris- 
cilla, or Pat, as she is known to 
her intimates, scored a hit with 
her patter and songs with ‘‘frog- 
voice’’ Poley McClintock, and 
Johnny Davis, ‘‘scat’’ singer.

Rejection as Singer Made 
Fred Waring BandLeader 


His voice wasn’t good enough 
for the college glee club so he 
became an orchestra leader 
and today he’s one of the top- 
flight men in his field. The 
name? Fred Waring. 

On a June morning — the 
same day the circus came to 
town — Frederic Malcolm 
Waring was born in Tyrone, 
Pa. The circus evidently had its 
effect for, from early child- 
hood, Waring was slated for 
the entertainment field. 

When he was 12 he con- 
ducted the Tyrone Boy Scout 
Fife and Drum Corps, using 
one of his mother’s curtain 
rods as a baton. “Poley” Mc- 
Clintock and Fred Campbell 
were two of the Scouts in the 
corps and today are still mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvanians. 

By 1915, Fred’s interest was 
centered on the popular music 
of the time. With his brother, 
Tom, playing the piano by ear 
and “Poley” on the drums, 
Fred formed his Banjo Orches- 
tra. While a junior at Penn 
State College, Fred perfected 
his orchestra after being turned 
down by the aforementioned 
glee club. He changed the 
band’s name, too. It became the 
Pennsyivanians and has re- 
mained such ever since.
